many.

There are no widespread general
strikes in Germany.

Leibknecht, who was accustomed to

He was shot by
German army officers in the streeta of
Berlin. Wherever bolshevism has shown
ity head in Germany it has been clubbed
to death.

Noske attended to that detail. He is
minister of defense in the new govern-
ment. He was a representative of the
kaiser in other days. The German Gov-
ernment has been begging its peouple to
be patient, to be strong and to be or-
derly and systematic. They are urged to
work and build and produce. While the
new Germany is regaining its equilibrium
and its confidence and not a little of its
old resolution, all the rest of Europe is
being enervated, morally and physically,
by the Fosters of the Allied countries,

Not all of them are vile. Arthur Hen-
derson and Ramsey MacDonald are sin-
cere representatives of  enlightened
liberalism in England. And yet even
they huve helped to create the sort of
economic confusion which js the one hope
of German junkerdom in the days of its
defeat, Germany still has a docile popu
lation and the personnel of a vast army.
The country is without war materials.
But war materials sre not veryfar away.
And it is worth observing that junkers
of gome other countries are playing un-
consciously into the hands of the junkers
in Germany by their ignorant oppesition
to the decent eclaims of conservalive
labor.

To find & backwash of all this confusion
in America s to realize gomething of the
force of the social and political impacts
that are occurring in Europe. For the

It is an organiza-
tion thut includes the restless, the dis-
satisfied, the neurotic of many countries
who are convineed that there is a way to
fifil happiness without working for it.

The International is organized to bring
about un upheaval calculated to displace
constituted government, revise the social
system overnight and put all power and
authority in the hunds of groups such as
Foster is leading in Pittsburgh.

Countless generations of men, workers
and pioneers, inventors and orgunizers,
apent their lives in creating the values
represented by property and organized
industry. Yet the Red of today has con-
vinced himself and his associates that
all ereated things should belong te the
limited groups who huppen to labor with
their hands, and thut the world can got
along without talent, without trained
minds, without the creative instinet com-
mon to the indispensable classes of men
who work for the love of working,

Foster and his crowd ure now fighting
bitterly umong themselves at Pittsburgh.
They are the sort who, because they cun
never agree, c¢an never be  satisfied.
Groups like them have already weskenel
more thun one European nalion at a time
when those in BEurope who value life and
peace need all their strength,  And ws
the hopes of the rest of Euvepe decline
the hopes of the bitter-enders in Ger-
many tnaturally go up.

Muzt of
the members in the upper house of Con-
rross are jockeying for positivi 11w con-
test conducted on party lines,  Mr, Lodge,
for example, 15 vot =0 much concerned
with the cheers which the President’s sd-
dresses have provoked as with the prob-
lem of combining Mr. Borah, M. Juhnson
and Mr. MeCumber in a harmonie chord.

Mr. Hitcheock is engaged in unravel-
ing Democratic complexities, of policing
the ranks o that Mr. Thomuas und Hole
Smith will not slip out. To the cham-
pions of the treaty it is practically more
important that Senator Ashurst, of Ari-
zong, has no longer any qualms about its
merits than that erowds in his state rush
to the station platforms to see the presi-
dential train whiz by.

There are always safely-valve possi-
bilities in the presence of the President
in Washington. Mr. Wilson's intermit-
tent occupations of the White House since
Jast January have been accompanied by
substantial politieal results.

Both the legislators and the Chief Mag-
istrate profit by the closer relationship,
The President has talked more extrava-
gantly on tour than he would to, the
Senators at home. There is a tendency
for spite and unreason to attain a maxi-
mum when the President is from home.

The significance of a swing round the
circle has long been debatable. 1t was
bitterly costly to Andrew Johnson when
he sought to enlist the people on his side
against an enraged Congress. Mr. Wil-
son himsell refrained {rom spectuculay
touring in his suceessful campaign for
the presidency in 1916,

The barometer of popular enthusinsm
is far from accurate a= an index of popu-
lar convictions. It i disillusioning to
note that Mr. Wilson and Hivam Johinson
have simultaneously evoked fervent ve-
ceptions,

In the assumption of unflagging phys-
jcal powers Mr. Wilson follows the re-
grettable eéxample of most American
Presidents. The public is an exacting
master, The conventional demands which
it makes upon its high officials are tre-
mendous, When a servant of the public
volunleers—as My, Wilson has—1to fulfill
more than the regulation functions the
extraordinary straln is bound to be regis-
tered.

There is really no mystery about the
public's attitude toward the peace treaty,
Ratification sentiment is strong. What
remains to be adjusted concerns amend-
ments and reservation  safeguards,
Party palitics and honest convietions are
both involved in the issue, The place
where all the factors will be eventually
clarified is Wushington.

Freed from the burdens of travel, the
Preaident in the vapital should he a potent
aid to trealy progress, 'The gap between
the opposition senators is paychologically
widened when he is abroad—whether in
Europe or in the F'ar West. It is incon-
ceivable that Mr, Wilson at home will go
to the extremes of speech which churac-
terized some of his endeavors to feel the
popular pulse, The Senate, too, will he
face to face with realities.

The President’s recovery und the ter-
mination within a reasonable time of the
critical battle of Washington are reason-
able hopes.
